AMERICA'S SKEPTICAL 


Conference Of Premiers At

LONDON, Dec. 13. — The first in- 


dication that the allies are seriously 
throwing the league of nations over- 
board and returning to'the old system 
of a "balance of power" grew out of 
the final conference between Premier 
Lloyd George 
and Premier Clemen- 


ceau here today.

liable sources that John W. Davis, the 
United States ambassador to England, 
was asked to sound Washington upon 
its attitude towards the 
new plan.
